Employers, Labor: Unions and 
Public Recognized in Body 
Which Business Man 
Seeks to Form. 


Arbitration and conciliation will be the 
cornerstones of a new organization to be 
formed in St. Louis, after the plan of the 
National Civic Federation, for the purpose 
of preventing, whenever possible, and set- 
tling, when not preventable, all disputes 
between emplovers and employes. 

Ferdinand Schwedtmann, who its preai- 
dent of the St. Louis Metal Trades Associa- 
tion and the St. Jouis Founders’ Associa- 
tion, both organizations of employers, has 
conceived the plan for this organization, 
and has formally suggested it to 8t. Louls 
organizations of business men. 

He has received encouragement from the 
St. Louls Manufacturers’ Association, and 
has been notified that the Business Men's 
League will consider the project at the next 
directors’ meeting. 

He has also been informed by representa- 
tives of the Iron Molders’ Union and other 
labor organizations that they favor the 
plan. 

Mr. Schwedtmann, who has studied la- 
bor problems for many years, has recently 
been in correspondence with Ralph M. Was- 
ley, general secretary of the National Civ- 
ic Federation, and Mr. Easley has notified 
him that he will come to St. Louis, proba- 
bly next week, to look over the situation. 


Has Arbitrated 
Many Disputes. 


After securing Mr. Easley's persona! 
views in the premises, Mr. Schwedtmann 
proposes to use every effort to Induce the 
business men’s organization to select a 
committee on permanent organization for 
the proposed association without delay. 

The executive committee of the National 
Civic Federation, to which labor disputes 
are referred, consists of three sets of mem- 
bers. One represents the employers, on® 
the employes, and a third the public. Mr. 


Schwedtmann proposes the same system : 


for the St. Louis organization, whether it 
be a branch of the National Federation 
or an independent institution. 

Mr. &chwedtmann has had experience in 
organizing employers, as well as in study- 
ing economic questions. 

lie was active in the organization of the 
St. Loulfs Founders’ Association five years 
ago, and of the St. Louls Metal Trades As- 
rociation one year later. As president of 
both associations, he has taken up a num- 
per of labor problems with the union men 
in the brass and iron trades. 

‘‘We have never had a strike since these 
associations were organized,’ he said to 
the Post-Dispatch ‘“‘A committee of the 
association meets the business agents of the 
trades interested 
arrangements for the year. When ques- 
tions come*up during the year, we meet 
them whenever there {s occasion for it and 
talk the question over. Sometimes it takes 
many meetings to arrive at a settlement, 
but we always do. And we elways do it 
without friction, too. 


“We try to be reasonable as we can. and 
we expect the union delegates to do like- 
wise. The business agents of the union 
meet with us so regularly that they area 
virtually members of a joint committee of 
our association to setile all disputes. 

“In that way we have no strikes and lit- 
tle trouble. The only trouble comes from 
sources over which we have no control. 

“For instance, if we need dron in our 
shops and the workers in the shops the 
iron comes from are on a etrike, we suffer 
through no fault of our own or the men 
we employ. 

“If there was a general organization. so 
that outside labor questions could be set- 
tled as we do, those that directly concern 
us, all employers, employes and the public 
would be benefited.”’ 

Mr. Schwedimann evolved the fdea of a 
general organization of employers from his 
experience in the two associations which 
he heads. 

It is his plan to have all employers of 
labor tn St. Louis banded together in this 
body, and to have an executive committee 
or a working committee in which not only 
the employers shall be represented, but 
also the union labor organizations and the 
public, just as they are on the national 
civic federation committee. 

He favors as the representative of the 
public selections from the very best citi- 
zens, men most likely to have no leanings 
towards either side, and whose positions 
and records show them to be fair and im- 
partial. 

“Conciliation” is a word of which Mr. 
Schwedtmann is fond of using {tn connec- 
tion with labor problems. He says concilia- 
tion comes before arbitration, and that 
while arbitration is most effective in 
many cases. that conciliation wll often 
render even arbitration unnecessary.

The surface crossings at present are 
at Union avenue, De Baliviere avenue, 
De Giverville avenue, Waterman avenue, 
Kingsbury boulevard, Delmar avenue and 
Skinker road.

Marshal Morsey Takes Charge 
of $246,000 of Con- 
cern’s Assets. 


United States Marshal Morsey took pos- 
session of $246,000 in cash and the offices 
and furniture of John J. Ryan & Co., 
the turf investment company, at 2 o'clock 
Friday afternodn, and will hold the entire 
amount for distribuiion among the credl- 
tors at the rate of 3 per cent of the depos- 
it of each with the company when the sus- 
pension occurred. 

Of the money on deposit, $96,000 was with 
the Commonwealth Trust Co. and $150,000 | 
with the Missouri Trust. This money will 
be tranSferred to some other bank, to be 
decided upon later. 

Just what the offices 
and the books will reveal 
seen. 

According to the agreement with Judge 
Adiams of the United states Circult Court, 
the creditors are to get 2% per cent, and if 
money received from the deposits does not 
amount to that, the apmpeny will have 
to raise enough to bring.the payments up 
to that figure, or the proceedings in forma! | 
bankruptcy will continue. 

As to the details of the settlement, they 
will be decided upon after an invesiigation 
of the office. 

Creditors wilh be required to deposit 
their slips with the United States Marshal, 
and payment will probably be made by 
check. The expense of settling the estate 
will be boruse from the United States 
Marshal's office and will not be deducted 
from the money taken for the creditors. 

Every effort will be made to get word 
to all of the depositors, but it is not 
expected that the Msts in Ryan's office can 
be depended upon, and depositors to be 
sure of their money must deposit slips 
received from Ryan. 

In making the order Thursday evening. 
after hearing the arguments prerented by 
the attorneys for the creditors and for 
Ryan, Judge Adams gave the marshal in- 
structiona as to the form of a check to 
be used in paying the 8000 depositors their 
pro rata share. 

In opposing the order, Attorneys T. C. 
Campbell of Cincinnat!, and Thomas J. 
Rowe and Charles T.: Noland of St. Louis 
representing Ryan & Co.,. argued that the 
scheme was one of pure gambling and 
should not be adjudicated in the United 
States courts, according to precedents in 
other cases. 

An officer of the Colonial Trust Co. says 
that Ryan had no funds there and that 
the Colonial Trust Co. consistently refused 
to accept deposits from turf concernae.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 6.—The 
Senate today sent to engrossment the Dill

HOW TO FOIL 


OUSEHOLDERS generally are the 
H burglar’s best friend, They forget 
to lock their doors and windows 
upon: golng away from their residences, 
When they return a few hours later and 
find money, jewelry and silverware taken 
they indulge In harsh accusations of the 
inefficiency of the police. 

Burglars and housebreakers in the guise 
of peddlers, agents or persons looking for 
rooms to rent, or in search of some mythi- 
cal family, are always prowling about 
looking for easy places to rob. After they 
have repeatedly rung the: bell and as- 
sured themrelves that no one is at home 
they are quite apt to try the door. If it 
is unlocked they naturally walk in and 
help themeslves. The moral ts quite obvi- 
ous. It is simply to be sure to lock the 
doors and windows when you g0 away 
from’ home. 


Next to the individual who falls to lock 
hie door the burglar loves the person who 
has a nice, easy lock on his door that can 
be opened with a eke'eton key. Burglars 
make a study of locks, and one that baf- 
fled them two years ago may now be 
easy for them to open. With a half dozen 
master and skeleton keys they are able 
to negotiate many a lock which the owner 
fondiv imagines could not be blown open 
with dynamite. While almost any of the 
more ingenious burg’ars can open a lock 
with a skeleton key, their work is in vain 
if the lock ts reinforced with a bolt. The 
only way to get at a bolt is to bore holes 
ty the door and saw out a piece of the 
pand. Pre this takes too long and makes 
tom much noise to be employed except In 
a solitary neighborhood and when the fam- 
ily is away from home. Solitary nelghbor- 
heods do not abound, and, accordingly, the 
burglar does not often resort to taking @& 
section of the paneling out of the door 
or to cutting out a window pane with a 
diamond or glass cutter. Beride the 
burglar would feel that such work would 
bring him needless trouble and invoive ‘too 
many risks, when, by moving on to the 
next flat or dwelling, he may find a door 
which haa been kindly left open for him, 
or a back window that can be readliy 


pushed up. 


Housebreakers find their harvest time be- 
tween 1 o'clock and 6 in the evening, and 
they usually enter a house or fat either 
by walking In through an unlocked door 
or the use of the skeleton key or by shov- 
ing open a window that opens upon & hal!

Before I learned to aim or even roll 
my ball properly I should give attention 
to learning to run. That is hard; you must 
try and try over again. 

Give no thought as to what you are go- 
ing to accomplish. Just start three or 
four steps away from the foul line and 
run ‘lightly to that point, rolling your ball 
the best way that you can. 

When the run is yours then work at roll- 
ing the ball. JI usually lift my bal! with 
both hands and hold it before me while 
Il aim. With it there I study the position 
of the pins caw#fully. When my aim is 
once made 2 never take my eyes off the

L swing my right arm down into position

and run. I try te bring my arm as far 
back as I can and keep it rigid. 

When I reach the foul line I roll accord- 
ing to my aim. \ 

The rigidity of that right arm is neces- 
sary. The farther it can be brought back 
the more force can be given to the ball. 
Many men do not run at all, but stand 
near the foul line and swing thgir balis 
back and forth. They are able to do 
this because they are strong. A woman 
can accomplish as much, not by sheer 
strength as by careful judgment. 

Just as I roll my bail I give a little 
stoop. That too adds a certain force to 
my ball. At the beginning I always aim 
for the king pin. I try to hit that so 
that it will knock down the others on 
either side. .Sometimes I hit it. There 
are also times when I do not. 

If I were learning I would not think 
of practicing on any other but a regu- 
lation-sized alley. Some alleys are not 
wide enough and that causes the pins 
to be bunched together, instead of set 
wide apart as they should be. 

When beginners play on such alleys 
they are able to make large scores and 
\fancy that there is little science to 
bowling—that it ts a kind of a “knock- 
down” game. I would not play on those 
alleys myself. They would put me out 
of practice and spoil my exactness. 

All beginners should learn to keep 
score. Many women never learn what 
certain points mean and have to be told 
each time the significance of a spare. 
You can not bowl well if you can not 
count, 

You can make no calculation of the 
work that you desire to do and the re- 
sult is you play without aims. 

I usually keep my own score and know 
just what I must make in order to 
achieve certain results. 

Sometimes some very (difficult points 
come up for determination. Bowling is 
by no means a guessing game. You 
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must give it thought and judgment. The 
reward will be worth the effort invested. 

I know nothing that I enjoy more than 
bowling. I would choose it in preference 
to the theater any time.
